Report from Vera Cruz. 

Vera Cruz, Mexico, May 19, 1902. 
Sir : I have the honor to make the following report for the week 
ended May 17 : 

From yellow fever there were 14 cases and 8 deaths, from smallpox 6 
cases and 3 deaths, and 62 deaths reported from all causes. The 
Spanish steamship Alfonso XII had on board while in port 3 cases of 
smallpox among the crew. The sick were removed to the pesthouse 
ashore and the crew vaccinated. The compartments of the crew were 
fumigated with sulphur and washed with a bichloride solution. This 
vessel took from here 263 passengers, 43 for Havana and the rest for 
ports in Spain. With the exception of the smallpox on the Alfonso XII, 
there has been no sickness in the shipping.
